'owere, and heads of the different lega- 
ions have received positive assurance in-

Turkey. The negotiations at Athens are

Another official dispatch from Athena 


states that a collective note from the 


'owers on the subject of mediation had 
been presented to the Greek minister fw.- 
foreign affairs by the Russian minister 
here. It is said the Greek government 
has accepted conditions imposed and has 
confided its interest to the care of the 
Powers. 
The note of the Powers is to the effect 


that on formal declaration by Greece that 
she will recall her troops and agrae to an 
autonomous regime for Crete, as the Pow- 
ers think best, and accept unreservedly 
,he counsels of the Powers, they will in- 
tervene in tbe interests of peace. It was 
understood that Greece in her reply would 
assent to all these conditions. 


The Turkish government has ordered a 


cessation of hostilities. Measures were 
,akea at Constantinople today to stop 
"urther advance of Turkish troops under 
the command of Edhem Pasha. 


Athens, May 11.—The conditions of 


mediation insisted upon by Germany, 
the chief of which Is that Greece shall 
give her formal consent to the princi- 
ple of autonomy for Crete, will be ac- 
cepted by the-Greek government. 


The note of the powers has not yet 


been presented, but it has been drawn 
and is to the following effect: 


Upon a formal declaration by Greece 


that she will recall her troops and 
agree to such an autonomous regime 
for Crete as the powers In their wis- 
dom shall deem best and accept unre- 
servedly the counsels of the powers 
they will intervene in the interests of 
peace. 


It Is understood that Greece in her 


reply will assent to all these condi- 
tions.

THE LEONA DISASTER. 


Thirteen People Buroed to Death—Cap- 


tain Wilder Placed Under Arreat. 


New York, May 11.—Captain Wilder 


in charge of the Maliory line steamship 
Leona, on which 13 lives were lost by 
fire, has been placed under arrest, pend 
ing the coroner's inquiry into the causa 
and responsibility for the disaster, 
specific charge is made against Captain 
Wilder, and the coroner paroled him In 
the custody of Charles Maliory, one o 
the members of the steamship compa 
ny. The inquest was set down Cor nex 
Monday, and all passengers on the il 
fated vessel \vere required to remain li 
the city until after that time. 


The Leona was en route from thi 


port for Savannah, and was off th 
South New Jersey coast, within 30 mile 
of Cape Henlopen, when, about 2 o'clocl 
In the morning, fire started in the hoi' 
and resulted m the death of 13persons— 
10 steerage passengers and 3 of th 
ship's crew. 


Those who lost their lives were pennec

vessel to save them the fire had sue 
terrific headway before the danger wa 
discovered that all escape was cut off.
